Latest  from  Spain 

l>r  the  ship  United  btate.>,capt.  Girdon, 
in  the  very  short  passage  of  25  days  tror.i 
Cadsa,  we  have  received  Spanish  papers 
to  the  29th  nit.  They  however  contain 
nothing  either  new  or  interesting  — We 
are  informed  verbally  that  the  French  re- 

•ped  masters  of  all  the  country  on  the 
*>site  shores  of  the  Bay  of  Cadiz.  They 
e left  in  quiet  possession,  entirely  un- 
molested, and- were  working  constantly  in 
strengthening  then- posts.  They  had  coin 
inencetl  a heav^iire  upon  the  Carraccas, 
or  naval  store,  » ieh  red  hot  shot. — Skir- 
'fc  mislies  between  the-  advanced  parties  oc- 
C.  casionally  took  place,  but  nothing  cf  any 
great  consequence  occurred.  The  remains 
of  Albuquerque’s  army,  from  8 to  10.000 
men,  were  on  the  island  ; about  2000  Eng- 
lish troops,  and  the  same  number  of  Portu- 
guese, commanded  by  English  officers. — 
Jn  the  town  the  inhabitants  anil  military 
spoke  confidently  of  their  being  able  to 
hold  out. 

The  government  was  conducted  by  the 
Junta  and  the  Regency,  in  conjunction,  the 
former  taking  care,  however,  to  retain  the 
sole  and  absolute  control  of  the  iinuuces. 
In  consequence  of  this,  a rupture  had  taken 
place  between  Albuquerque  and  the  Junta 
— Albuquerque  had  lost  much  of  his  popu 
laritv. 

The  captain  of  the  port  had  been  taken 
up  and  imprisoned,  for  a traitorous  com- 
munication with  the  enemy. 

Mr.  Wellesley  had  arrived  from  Eng 
land,  as  ambassador  to  the  new  Govern 
ment.  General  Graham  has  also  arrived, 
and  superseded  general  Stuart.  A large 
reinforcement  of  British  troops  was  daily 
expected.— Phil,  Gaz. 

NEW- YORK,  April  i5. 

LATEST  FROM  ER.hYCE. 
Yesterdav  afternoon  arrived  here,  down 
sound,  the  french  schr.  Anr,  capt.  Revet, 
30  days  from  Bordeaux,  with  wine,  brandy, 
Dtc.  bound  to  Bourbon,  put  in  here  with 
both  masts  sprung.  She  sailed  on  the 
35th  of  March,  a:  which  time,  the  Amer- 
ican vessels  ir.  ehe  ports  of  France,  and  at 
St.  Sebastian*,  still  remained  under  seques- 
tration- The  supercargo,  however,  with 
whom  we  have  since  conversed,  says  he 
did  not  hear  of  nny  condemnations.  He 
also  says,  if  we  make  an  honorable  treaty 
with  England,  there  will,  be  no  difficulty 
with  France. — This  gentleman  also  siys, 
that  it  was  understood,  that  the  John  Ad- 
ams frigate  was  detained  in  England  lor 
Mr.  Pinkney's  despatches.  This  cannot 
becorrect,  for  we  have  an  account  by  the 
Juno  of  the  despatches  having  been  sent 
or.  board,  and  of  thr  frigate’s  sailing  tbr 
Havieontlie  12th  of  March.  He  also  in- 
forms, that  300,000  French  troops  had 
been  sent  to  Spain  ; but  that  100,000  of 
them  had  been  ordered  back.  About 
10,000  troops  were  at  Bordeaux,  quar- 
tered on  the  inhabitants.  Bonapar  e was 
to  be  married  on  the  25th  of  March  — \- 
bout  four  days  before  he  sailed,  he  heard 
that  a U.S.  vessel  had  arrived  at  St.  Se- 
bastians, with  news  ofthe  probable  reinov- 
itl  of  the  non-intercourse,  which  gave 
arparent  satisfaction.  The  ship  George 
Dyer,  Cochran,  was  to  sail  from  Boric-  ux 
about  the  tst  April  for  Baltimore,  as  a 
cartel  with  passengers.  Another  vessel 
for  Baltimore  was  to  sail  about  the  same 
time  with  passengers  from  Rochelle.  The 
capture  of  Guadaolupe,  and  tlie  arrival  of 
the  French  troops  opposite  Cadiz,  Wat 
known  at  Bordeaux.

By  a-  proclamation  of  Jerome  Bona 
parte,  dated  Cassel,  March  1,  Hanover 
is  taken  possession  of  by  his  Westpha- 
lian majesty,  as  an  integral  part  or  his 
kingdom. 

An  Amsterdam  article  of  March  17, 
states,  that  Copenhagen  Jackson,  by 
news  front  America,  has  been  wounded 
in  a duel. 

An  English  frigate  had  taken  two 
brigs  on  the  coast  of  Norway,  and  carri- 
ed them  intoGotterburg  roads,  but  were 
ordered  off. 

It  was  rumoured  at  Vienna  on  the  10th 
March,  that  the  arch  duke  Joseph,  was 
to  be  king  of  Poland.  The  arrearages  of 
the  late  contributions  on  Austria,  have 
been  remitted  to  the  emperor  by  Bona- 
parte. 

South  Tyrol  is  to  be  annexed  to  the 
kingdom  of  Italy.  Gen.  Arrighi,duke 
of  Padua,  and  a relative  of  Napoleon,  it 
is  rumoured,  will  be  married  to  the  prin- 
, cess  Louisa  Charlotte  of  Saxony.  She 
was  born  June  28lh,  1794. 

The  Dutch  funds  on  the  6th  March 
hadiisen  from  2 1-3  to  34  percent,  at 
Amste  rdam. 

An  alliance  Ijft  ween  France,  Austria 
aCitd  Sweden  is  said  to  be  about  to  take

last." 

SCJ^On  the  24th  of  January  the  note 
of  the  Duke  de  Cudore  to  the  Baron 
do  Roell,  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
in  Holland,  was  transmitted  to  Hol- 
land. On  the  2 1st  of  Feb.  king 
Louis  addressed  the  following  note  to 
the  Dutch  Council  of  state. 

THE  KING  TO  THE  COUNCIL  O?  STA'TE.

I cannot,  how  ever,  sutler  a single  in- 
stant to  passj  after  my  recovery,  with- 
out rcper.tingvto.  you  the  assurance, 
that  all  possible  exertions  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  made  to  preserve  the  ex- 
istence of  the  Kingdom. 

Wc  cannot  conceal  from  ourselves, 
that  this  cost  us  great  and  difficult  sac- 
rifices ; but  I shall  not  hesitate  if  there 
ne  but  a possibility  of  Holland  after  all 
that  can  be  demanded  of  it,  being  suf- 
fered to  exist,  to  submit  myself  to  the 
generosity  of  the  emperor,  my  broth- 
er, in  the  just  expectation  that,  upon 
the  removal  of  all  the  causes  of  dissat- 
isfaction, we  shall  receive  those  indem- 
nifications to  which  we  arc  so  strong- 
ly entitled,  and  which  will  be  more  than 
ever  necessary  to  us. 

My  intention  in  submitting  myself  to 
the  pleasure  ofthe  emperor,  my  broth 
cr,  in  every  thug  that  lie  can  demand 
of  us,  is  to  convince  hint  that  wc  have 
many  enemies  ; that  we  have  been  the 
victims  of  calumny,  of  petty  passions  8c 
interests  ; but  that  we  have  never  ceas- 
ed, and  still  will  continue,  to  admire  the 
emperor,  and  to  conduct  ourselves  as 
true  friends  and  old  allies  of  France, 
tried  by  numerous  sacrifices  8c  various 
events.  Should  I be  able  to  succeed 
in  this  purpose,  as  I have  reason  to 
expect,  everything  else  will  follow,  in- 
asmuch as  it  must  be  both  the  interest 
and  Inclination  of  France  to  favour 
and  aggrandize  her  friends,  and  not  to 
depiess  them. 

I therefore  entreat  you  to  unite  all 
your  efforts  to  prevent  emigration  to 
foreign  countries,  and  every  proceed- 
ing that  might  indicate  despondency, 
and  to  exhort  the  nation  to  avail  the  de- 
termination ot  the  emperor  upon  our 
fate,  with  that  firmnes  which  is  so  pc- 
culiai  ly  their  character,  and  which  so 
intimately  belongs  to  the  justice  of  their 
cause. 

1 nm  not  ignorant  of  what  every  Indi- 
vidual suffers.  I have  done  cvervt  hing 
to  plead  our  causein  the  most  eil'ectu- 
al  manner.  Neither  the  loss  of  time, 
lior  live  failure  of  my  efforts,  nor  any 
other  consideration,  lias  been  able  to  de- 
ter uie  from  my  purpose;  and  accor- 
dingly,,! have  every  reason  to  believe, 
that  if  we  can  come  to  any  arrange- 
ment, which  does  not  exclude  the  pos 
sibility  of  our  existence,  Holland  may 
still  escape  the  present  impending  tem- 
pest ; particularly  if,  after  all  this, 
there  rt  main  not  only  no  grounds,  but 
even  no  pretext  for  misunderstanding 
und  dissatisfaction,  to  which  all  my  ef- 
forts ere  directed.

Speech, — •“  His  majesty  has  received  the 
strongest  assurance  from  the  American  Mi- 
nister resident  at  this  court,  that  the  U.  States 
are  desiroua  of  maintaining  friendly  relations 
between  the  two  countries.  This  desire  will 
be  met  by  a corresponding  disposition  on  the 
part  of  his  Majesty  ” 

MowitkuR"— Wetcarcely  know  which 
to  admire  most,  the  pusillanimity  of  Eng- 
land towards  Sweden,  her  irony  towards 
Spain,  or  her  conduct  towards  the  U.  S. 
The  latter  havF.^st  rejected  your  Jack- 
son — Jackson,  whomever  bears  written  in 
in  his  face  the  myueyof  Copenhagen,  and 
who  is  so  stigmatnec^  that  every  relation 
with  him  can  only  produce  dishonour. 
They  have  laid  an  embargo  on  your  ves- 
sels ; they  have  been  deaf  to  your  in- 
trigues ; and  you  have  become  humble, 
pliant  and  mild! — You  consider  your- 
selves happy,  that  the  U.  S have  not  de- 
termined to  make  war  upoa  you  ! 
Whence  this  language  ? men  ask  one  an- 
other with  astonishment  ! It  shows  a pu- 
sillanimity higWy-^worthy  of  the  rest  of 
the  speech.  Tlrcre  is  nothing  to  gain  by 
war  with  America  and  with  you  every 
thing  is  done  fur  gold.  • Men  fight  ®nly 
for  gain,  and  it  is  only  for  gold  you  shed 
your  blood.  Thinking  men  see,  ou  the 
banners  of  your  troops,  in  lieu  of  the 
leopards  of  your  armories,  those  symbols 
of  nobility  and  of  chivalry,  bales  of  sugar, 
of  tea  and  of  coffee.  It  is  for  these  you 
fight.  Your  commerce  would  reap  no 
profit  from  war  with  tire  U.  S;  and  from 
that  moment  you  are  (leal  to  every  in- 
sult. 

Srr.r  ch  “ Whatever  temporary  and  partial 
inconveniences  may  have  resulted  from  the 
measures  which'  vftqt^directcd  by  France  a- 
gainst  those  great  ^hm-ces  of  our  prosperity 
and  strength,  tliosejrneasnres  have  wholly 
faded  of  producing  uiq^permanent  or  general 
effect. 

Moniveur.— You  acknowledge  that 
the  measures  directed  by  France  against 
the  main  sources  of  your  prosperity  have 
produced  come  effect,  but  only  a tempora- 
ry effect.  We  s 1ml  1 point  out  the  reason 
why  that  effect  has  only  been  momenta- 
ry, and  indicate  the  remedy.  The  affairs 
of  Spain  have  opened  to  you  many  ports 
ofthat  Kingdom  ; they  shall  be  shut  a- 
gainst  you.  Trieste  was  for  you  a place 
of  immense  trade  ; it  is  now  forever  shut 
against  you.  Holland  ^ve  all,  obstruc- 
ted the  result  of  meas^toS,  which  derive 
their  force  from  the  unBrmity  ot  exccu 
tion  ; she  lias  betrayed  tnScqjhmon  cause  r 
she  has  received  your  goods  under  an  A- 
merman  lag,  disowned  by  the  U.  Stat 
thenfclves,  or  any  other  cloaks,  but  s 
sUplnjbtrcceive  them  any  longer  ! Your 
ordvrs\^ircounci j of  181^,  reuder  it  neces- 
sary thacLl.e*f»ast  and  ports  of  Holland 
be  01  clipped  by  French  troops  ; and  that 
shall  be  done.  m And,  as  one  of  the  results 
of  th-  first  and  second  coalition  was  the 
extension  ot  the  coast  of  France  to  the 
Scheldt,  the  result  of  your  orders  in  coun- 
cil of  1807  will  be  this  to  extend  the  coast 
ot  France  to  the  Elbe.— The  inconveni- 
ences winch  you  have  hitherto  experienced 
in  a momentary  manner,  you  shall  hence- 
forth constantly  experience. and  in  a man- 
ner more  severe.  It  must  be  confessed, 
that  the  exertions  required  by  the  conti- 
nental war, have  caused  many  springs  to 
be  relaxed.  T he  peace  of  the  continent, 
secured  by  the  union  ot  two  great  empires 
and  the  adhesiou  of  Prussia,  Denmark, 
Sweden  ai  d Austria,  to  the  same  system, 
will  nnpart  fresh  vigour  to  all  the  mea- 
sures, and  deprive  you,  ot  every  means  to 
trade  with  Europe.

Extract  of  a letter  from  Rio  Janero , da- 
ted December,  1309. 

“ Very  little  is  known  respecting  the 
insurrection,  in  public,  either  here  or 
in  Buenos  Ayres.  But  Spaniards  here 
aie  regularly  informed.  It  is,  howe- 
ver, unsafe  to  speak  much.  The  whole 
Po.osi  clistiict  is  in  rebellion,  and  in 
most  of  the  mining  country  the  king’s 
books  and  registers  are  burnt.

Extract  from  a Proclrmation  of  the 
, Spanish  Americana  in  favor  of  Indc- 

fund -Tice. 

“ Americans — To  defend  your  coun- 
try is  not  treason  ! to  be  loyal  to  it  is 
not  infidelity  ! to  redeem  it  is  not  fool- 
ishness! to  save  it  is  not  in  justice  ! to 
deliver  it  is  loyalty,  is  virtue,  and  is 
heroism  ! it  would  be  perfidy  to  aban- 
don it  in  the  moment  the  most  fortunate 
that  could  happen  for  its  emancipation. 

“Decide! — Arc  you  so  lost  t«  rea- 
son as  to  subject  yourselves  to  a crown 
which  does  not  exist;  and  which  did  it 
exist,  would  have  as  much  right  t^ver 
you  as  Pope  Alexander  the  Tilth  had 
to  make  grants  of  what  belonged  pot  to 
him  ? It  is  argued  that  ambitioiuputho- 
rises  conquest,  and  that  a domination 
of  three  centuries  can  justify  usurpa- 
tion ? Deceive  not  yourselves!  Usur- 
pation is  a crime,  and  conquest  a veil 
to  cover  it ; and  one  crime  cannot  be 
justified  by  another,  more  than  time 
can  convert  iniquity  into  justice,  or 
wrongs  into  rights,  or  violence  into  ti- 
tle deeds  of  possession.

pendence, and  make  known,  and  make 
known  to  the  inhabitaiTts  of  North  A- 
lncricu,  that  you  will  be  as  happy  and 
independent  as  they...  That  you  are 
neither  ignorant  nor  forgetful  of  the  ad- 
vantages possessed  by  a free  and  en- 
lightened nation.”

Rio  Janeiro,  Dec.  8,  1809,

say,  what  is  called  the  middle  country  be- 
tween the  provinces  of  La-Plata  and  Peru, 
in  which  the  mines  ofPotosi  are  situated;

But  this  is  known  only  to  a few 
people,  and  those  principally  foreigners.’’ 
St.  Salvador,  Feb.  5,  1810- 

“ For  news  I hape  none,  but  the  detec 
tion  8 days  since  of  a conspiracy  of  17,000 
negroes  to  burn  the  city,  and  murderthe  in- 
habitants. The  inhabitants  will  be  in  safe- 
ty some  time  longer. 

“ How  happy  ought  tile  inhabitants  of 
New-England  to  be,  when  they  reflect, 
that  froAi  ihia  evil  at  least  they  are  free.’

Mr.  Randolph  moved  to  postpone  the  bill  till 
to  morrow — Motion  lost,  50  to  47. 

Mr  Stanford  moved  that  it  lie  on  the  table, 
but  subsequently  withdrew  the  motion,  to  make 
way  fora  motion  of  Mr.  Taylor  to  recommit  the 
bill;  which  motion  was  negatived.  Ayes  37. 

Mr.  Stafoi  d moved  that  the  bill  lie  on  the 
table. — Negatived,  51  to  39. 

Messrs.  Pitkin,  Dana,  Randolph,  Stanford, 
Taylor,  Key,  Quincy,  and  Upliam  opposed  the 
passage  of  the  bill,  and  Messrs  Montgomery 
Bacon,  W.  Alston,  Johnson,  Smilie,  and  Rhea 
defended  it. 

All  the  gentlemen  who  spoke  against  the 
bill  professed  to  be  willing  in  a proper  manner 
to  autboiise  a loan  of  any  sum  of  money  ne- 
cessary to  meet  the  appropriations  made  ; but 
they  contended  that  the  bill  was  objectionable 
because  the  sum  was  not  stated  in  the  face  of 
the  bill;  because  the  bill  bore  a deceptive  up 
pearance  of  borrowing  money  to  pay  the  pub. 
lie  debt,  when  in  fact  it  was  to  meet  the  ordi- 
nary expences  of  the  government ; because  the 
bill  authorised  a loan  of  5, 160j000  dollars,  more 
by  1,1 60,000  than  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasu- 
ry had  declared  to  be  necessary,  and  because 
no  loan  ought  to  be  authorised  till  bills  now  be- 
fore the  House  were  decided  on,  which  invol- 
ved a reduction  of  the  annual  expenditure. 

In  reply  to  the  objections  to  this  bill  it 
was  urged  that  the  amount  authorised  (not 
required)  to  be  borrowed  was  as  definitely 
expressed  as  though  in  figures  ; that  there 
could  be  no  deception  on  the  face  of  the 
bill,  for  if  no  debt  heretofore  contracted 
was  now  to  be  paid  off,  there  would  not  on- 
ly be  no  occasion  to  borrowf  but  there 
would  be  an  immense  annual  surplus  in  the 
Treasury;  that  since  the  estimate  of  four 
millions  had  been  reported  to  the  House, 
various  appropriations  had  been  made,  and 
it  was  impossible  yet  to  say  how  much 
might  be  wanted,  and  no  more  would  be 
borrowed  than  actually  was  wanted;  that 
if  the  passage  of  the  bill  was  delayed  but 
a day  or  two,  it  would  be  very  easy  for 
gentlemen  to  prevent  its

The  bill  wss  Passed,  by  Yeas  and  Nays 
as  follow YE  AS  77— NAYS— 35.

At  the  time  this 
gentleman  quitted  Petersburgh,  a war  with 
France  was  not  at  all  considered  within 
the  verge  of  probability ; but  as  he  passed 
through  Germany,  on  liis  way  hither  he 
found  that  hostilities  between  Alexander 
and  Napoleon  were  the  constant  topic  of 
conversation. 

From  the  same  source  we  learn,  that  a 
rumor  was  very  current  of  the  intention  of 
Napoleon  to  take  possession  of  the  Dutchy 
of  Holstein,  in  total  disregard  of  the  rights 
of  the  Crown  of  Denmark.  Tlqit  country 
is,  we  are  told,  to  he  alienated  to  the  Duke 
of  Oldenburg,  who  was  to  assign  his  own 
domains  to  tiie  kingdom  of  Westphalia.

Letters  from  Holland  report  that  Bona 
pane  has  agreed  to  give  the  Archduke 
Charles  a kingdom,  and  the  Dutch  are  a- 
fraid  that  the  Austrian  Prince  is  to  be  th 
successor  of  King  Louis.  If  this  shout 
prove  true,  it  would  be  not  a little  singular 
to  see  the  general,  whose  army  won  the 
battle  of  Aspern,  employed  in  enforcing 
Trench  decrees  against  England.  The  re 
port  is  evidently  groundless.  Other  let- 
ters of  the  16th  state,  that  the  immediate 
return  of  king  Louis  was  generally  expect- 
ed ; the  funds  had  raised  in  consequence. 
Notwithstanding  all  the  coast  -.vas  occupi- 
ed by  French  troops,  vessels  were  permit- 
ted to  pass  freely  from  one  port  to  another. 

The  John  Adams,  American  frigate,  is  to 
remain  at  Cowes  tiil  tomorrow,  to  transmit 
to  the  American  government  the  ultimatum 
of  the  pending  mgociation  between  the 
Marquis  Wellesley  and  Mr.  Pinkney.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  late  hostile  conduct  of 
France  and  her  dependencies  towards  A- 
merican  shipping  and  merchandize,  has  re- 
moved some  ot  the  obstructions  to  an  ar- 
rangement between  the  United  States  and 
this  country.  It  has  been  conjectured  that 
this  minister,  on  the  arrival  of  the  Ameri- 
can frigate  on  the  coast  of  France,  waj  to 
embark  and  proceed  in  her  to  the  U.  S. 
It  is  true  that  the  frigate  will  touch  at  some 
convenient  French  port  to  receive  the  dis; 
patches  of  the  General ; and  it  is  not  im 
probable  that  they  will  contain  an  applies 
tion  for  his  recall",  but  he  will  not  return 
until  he  receives  orders  for  that  purpose 
from  his  government.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Semite  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  St  at  es  (J  America  in

•eve  •»!  districts  of  the  United  States  and  ot  the 
district  of  Columbia,  and  the  secretaries  of  the 
M ssissippi  territory,  of  the  Indiana  territory, 
of  the  Michigan  territory,  of  the  llhnria  territo- 
ry , of  the  Louisiana  tc:  ritory,  and  ol  ti»e  Or- 
leans territory',  respectively  snail  be,  nnd  they 
are  hereby  authorized  anil  required,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  according 
to  such  in  tractions  as  he  -h  11  give  pursuant  to 
this  act,  to  cause  the  number  of  the  inhabitants 
within  their  respective  districts  and  territories!
